In wildlife, seeing is believing with raptors 


NEBER CITY, Utah (AP) — 
Mention hawks and Kristin 
. Covert’s eyes light up. No, they 
bum with passion more akin to 
a revivalist preacher. 

TlaMks us a lot about our 
own environment," Covert 
exudes. “Because razors are at 
the top of the food chain, they 
are incredible barometers. 
lYhen we notice change m their 
pomilatioo, we know it is time 
to look around at our own envi- 
ronment." 

These days. Coven indulges 
her passion perched atop a 
ridge above Jordanelle Dam 
near this Wasatch County town 
where volunteers with 
HawkWatch InteraadonM have 
set up a rapw observation and 
banding station to monitor the 
birds returning northward on 
th^ir anymal migrations. 

In the spring of 1997, the first 
season the Jordanelle station 
was in operation, volunteers saw 
wen over 5,000 birds. Another
